$30,000 theft spree lands 
Falmouth woman behind bars

A Pendleton County woman was 
arrested on several different charg¬ 
es, Wednesday, September 18 after 
she was caught stealing items from 
vehicles in the Falmouth area. 

Chief Mark Posey and Captain 
Roger Nowakowski of the Falmouth 
Police Department, along with 
Sheriff Craig Peoples and Chief 
Deputy Todd Dennie of the Pendle¬ 
ton County Sheriffs Office, 
responded to a call from Southern 
Elementary about a woman who 
was breaking into cars in the park¬ 
ing lot. She had assaulted a school 
employee who confronted her and 
fled the scene. Officers were able to 
find and pull the woman over in the 
Pendleton County Athletic Park 


behind McDonald's. They discov¬ 
ered a number of bags in the back of 
her vehicle that were filled with 
stolen goods. 

Amber Walker, 34, of Falmouth, 
was charged with driving under the 
influence of drugs, theft by unlaw¬ 
ful taking from an automobile, con¬ 
tempt of court, and assault, third 
degree. The assault charge is con¬ 
sidered a felony due to the fact that 
it was committed against a school 
employee. The contempt charge 
stems from an order that prohibited 
Walker from being on school prop¬ 
erty. Additional charges are still 
pending. 

Walker had been on a spree, rob¬ 
bing cars at North Key, Edwardo's, 
Cash 4-U, Southern Elementary, 


and other locations throughout 
town. Information obtained from 
agencies outside of Pendleton 
County also linked her to seven 
additional theft cases in Alexandria,

Road rage ends 
with one sent to 
the hospital and 
shot fired

A dump truck driver from Alexandria and a 
pickup driver from Foster had an altercation at 
Medusa quarry that resulted in a shot fired on 
September 20. The incident happened around 
11 a.m. near Butler. 

"Northern Elementary and Phillip A. Sharp 
Middle schools were both locked down foi 
approximately 10 minutes due to the nature oi 
the call,” said Pendleton County Sheriff Craig 
Peoples. "At the time we didn't know what was 
going on, if there was someone shooting at the 
work place or a drive by shooting.” 

Kris Collins was operating the empty dump 
truck and was en route to the quarry to load up 
Charles W. Bruener, 71, was operating his 
pickup truck. Sheriff Peoples said the two met 
at the intersection of KY 177 and KY 609 
"Bruener told the Sheriff that the dump truck

Pendleton Grand 
Jury indicts six 

The Pendleton County Grand Jury met on 
September 18, 2013 and brought forth six 
indictments as follows: 

Derek Ferguson, dob 2/21/1982, was 
charged with possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance (morphine) in the first degree-second 
offense and possession of drug paraphernalia. 
Bail was set at $5,000. 

Vanissa Plowman, dob 3/20/1958, was 
charged with trafficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance (oxycodone) in the first degree-second 
or subsequent offense-ten (10) or more dosage 
units; possession of a controlled substance 
(heroin) in the first degree-second degree; pos¬ 
session of a controlled substance (methylphe- 
nidate) in the second degree; possession of a 
controlled substance (tramadol) in the third 
degree; illegal possession of a legend drug. 
Bail was set at $5,000. 

Zachary Gosney, dob 2/03/1989, was 
charged with burglary in the second degree; 
theft by unlawful taking ($500 or more but less 
than $10,000) two counts; criminal mischief in 
the first degree; persistent felony offender in 
the first degree. Bail was set at $20,000.

While working at the boat 
dock at Kincaid Lake State Park 
on Saturday, August 31, employ¬ 
ee Sean Griess was presented 
with a strange question. A cus¬ 
tomer came in and asked "Do 
you all have jellyfish in the lake?"

Two or three feet off the 
dock, he saw what appeared to be 
a penny-sized jellyfish swimming 
slowly across the top of the water. 
Griess was able to catch it in a 
cup and get a closer look. He 
quizzed park personnel about the 
strange creature but nobody had 
seen anything quite like it. The 
next day when Griess was near 
the dock he spotted several more. 
Other customers reported seeing 
the same thing at Cave Run and 
referred to them as "freshwater 
jellyfish." 

Freshwater jellyfish can be 
found in calm reservoirs, lakes, 
impoundments and sometimes 
rivers. They have been reported 
on several occasion in the Ohio 
River. The jellyfish grow to a size

Should a student be required to pass a drug 
test to graduate? Get a drivers license? 


The following is strong stuff 
concerning our drug problem and 
may be offensive to some. But this 
problem is a scourge in our nation 
and threatens our security and well 
being We are mindful of those who 
may have been ensnared via no 
fault of their own such as injuries 
and chronic pain. And, families 
who have dealt with addiction 
know the exasperating choices that 
are so heart-rending. However, 
there are many sources of help for 
drug addiction available, if the 
addict really wants help. See Ann 
Landers, September 5. Our apology 
if some of the following appears 
insensitive. 

Recently I was in a meeting 
where some personnel from a 
federal program told their goals 
and objectives. The basic purpose 
of the program was to help unem¬ 
ployed persons find employment. 

I know both of these present¬ 
ers and they are quality workers 
who go above and beyond the call 
of duty. They admitted to almost 
total failure in achieving the goal 
of the program. The employer 
was there; he was in need of help; 
but there was one big obstacle: 
prospects could not pass the drug 
test, a requirement of the compa¬ 
ny with whom they were interfac¬ 
ing. 

I suggest that our government 
may be a big part of the problem, 
for if they dump 20,000,000 new 
persons on welfare and flood a 
city like Cleveland with 500,000 
free cell phones, why would these 
persons want a job? Two of us 
were discussing the meeting after¬ 
wards and I said that these people 
are not dumb; that if they get 
welfare payments and food stamps 
and medical cards for doing noth¬ 


ing, why would they want a job? 
A job that would force them to 
give up drugs. 

Now back to where we started 
with preparing clientele for the 
work force. Kentucky Commis¬ 
sioner of Education Terry Holli¬ 
day, Ph.D says in the latest issue 
of Kentucky Living, p. 21 that the 
newly adopted standards for pub¬ 
lic education are much better 
than what we used to have; they 
are more rigorous and prepare 
students of our commonwealth 
for college or a career. 

Do these standards address the 
use and abuse of drugs? 

Many employers require a 
potential employee to pass a drug 
test before hiring? It can be 
assumed that no matter how 
much a student may know or be 
able to do, if he or she cannot 
pass a drug test, he or she will 
not be hired! 

If our commissioner wants to 
do something that would really 
help our Commonwealth, we sug¬ 
gest that he persuade our legisla¬ 
ture to pass a law that no student 
will receive a high school diploma 
from a public high school without 
passing a drug test and no stu¬ 
dent will graduate from a state 
supported university without 
passing a drug test. Now, that 
would really make a name for 
himself and solve much of the 
angst of school personnel who feel 
like Pecos Bill trying to rope a 
whirlwind as they deal with drugs 
in our public schools! 

The above document was pre¬ 
sented to the Falmouth Rotary 
Club on September 19 and the 
Club thru a written survey at the 
close of the presentation indicated 
that drugs was a major problem 


for Pendleton County ( A collec¬ 
tive 9 on a 10 point scale); that 
requiring a drug test to graduate 
from either a high school or a 
state university would have limit¬ 
ed effectiveness, but that requir¬ 
ing a drug test in order to get a 
drivers license would have more 
promise in causing students to 
stay drug clean, and that persons 
who draw public assistance should 
be required to pass a drug test. 

The discussion that ensued 
was concerned, strongly con¬ 
cerned about the welfare of our 
people with several expressing 
concern for providing help for 
those addicted. As Jimmy God- 
man said, “There are no easy 
answers!” 

P.S. John Steele, when he came 
into our Rotary meeting, looked 
carefully at my backside. When I 
asked what he was looking for, he 
replied that he was looking to see 
if I had any left, referring to the 
letter in last week’s edition of The 
Falmouth Outlook from Mr. Pat¬ 
rick Johnson that severely criti¬ 
cized the writing of the Rabbi 
concerning feminism and equality 
among the sexes. The letter was 
well written and deserves a 
response. This is great that we can 
have this debate! Stay tuned. 

P.S.S. I had a wonderful crop 
of tomatoes this year, about eight 
bushels off of twelve plants.

finally back in our barn and looks 
like it’s still doing okay. We had 
almost given up that we would 
ever see it again. I think Joe and I 
will sleep much better tonight 
knowing that calf is back in the 
barn. It was also a worry that it 
could get out on a road and cause 
an accident. 

The reason Joe wanted the 
calves to feed out, is that we are 
getting 400 bushels of corn that 
we are trading with a nearby farm¬ 
er for our beans. Whenever the 
calves get big enough we will keep 
one or two to butcher for our beef 
and sell the rest. I told the chil¬ 
dren not to give the calves names 
or to make pets out of them 
because they will be our food 
someday. I still remember when I 
was a young girl at home Dad 
butchered one of our old milk 
cows named Whitey. Some of us 
children had a hard time eating 
the beef that year because we used 
to milk Whitey and we didn’t 
want to eat her. When daughter 
Elizabeth was younger and she 
saw us butcher chickens it dawned 
on her that that’s where chicken 
comes from. It took her a long 
time before she could eat chicken 
again. That’s farm life, I guess. 

Pumpkin season will soon be 
here. Try this fudge recipe. 
Ingredients: 

• 3 cups white sugar 

• 3 tablespoons light corn syrup 

• X A teaspoon salt 



Pumpkin Fudge 


• 1 V 2 teaspoons vanilla extract 

• 1 cup milk 

• V 2 cup pumpkin puree 

• 1 teaspoon pumpkin pie spice 

• V 2 cup butter 
Directions: 

Butter or grease one 8x8 inch 
pan. 

In a three quart saucepan, mix 
together sugar, milk, corn syrup, 
pumpkin and salt. Bring to a boil 
over high heat, stirring constantly. 

Reduce heat to medium and 
continue boiling. 

Do not stir. 

When mixture registers 232 
degrees F (110 degrees C) on 
candy thermometer, or forms a 
soft ball when dropped into cold 
water, remove from pan from 
heat. Stir in pumpkin pie spice, 
vanilla and butter. 

Cool to lukewarm (110 
degrees F or 43 degrees C on 
candy thermometer.) 

Beat mixture until it is very 
thick and loses some of its gloss. 

Quickly pour into a greased 8 x 
8 inch pan. 

When firm cut into 36 squares.

ORDINANCE NO. 416 _ 

AN ORDINANCE MAKING THE TAX LEVY FOR THE YEAR 2013 AND FIXING 
A PENALTY FOR THE FAILURE TO PAY 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF HUTLER 
KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

1. The ad valorum tax levy for the year 2013 for the general fund shall be 
$0,575 per $100.00 of assessed value of real estate, improvements, and 
personal property will be $0,955 per $ 100.00. 

2. The City shall have a lien for five years from the date of the assessment on 
the property of each person Or corporation for all taxes due to the City. This 
lien shall not be defeated by gift, devise, alienation or other means and there 
shall be no exemption from levy or sale for taxes. 

3. All taxes shall be due and payable on the 31 st of December, 2013. If not 
paid by January 31,2014, such taxes shall be delinquent and all delinquent 
taxes shall bear iuterest at the rate of ten percent per annum from January 

31,2014, In addition, all delinquent taxpayers shall pay a penalty of ten 
percent on delinquent taxes. 

4. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict, or to the extent of such 
conflict, are hereby repealed. 

5. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage and publication according 
to law.

A famous country music artist 
sings about ‘old habits like you 
are hard to break’. George Jones 
sings about Attending the same 
old places, and ringing the same 
numbers by mistake, She thinks I 
still care.’ A doctor told me one 
time, that humans will even miss 
a thorn that was stuck in their 
foot when removed. We as 
humans can’t help it, but we are 
creatures of habit. 

I learned as a youngster on the 
farm that when we drove the 
cows in the barn for milking, if 
one cow got in another’s stan¬ 
chion, the one left out got very 
upset. I also have observed that 
folks attending church, even 
myself, sit in the same pew every 
Sunday. As treasurer for a church 
for several years, I noticed that 
members usually give the same 
weekly offering, regardless of 
income. 

When an individual gets in a 
pattern, it is almost impossible to 
change. After 35 years in the 
work force and retiring, the first 
thing I did was to start looking 
for a job. One of my fine former 
students commented, “Mr. Sulli¬ 
van, you have worked for years, 
why don’t you relax?” 

Politicians can’t retire. Judges 
can’t retire. Business owners can’t 
retire. School teachers can’t retire. 
It is not because of a financial 
need, but of a feeling if they 
retire, they will be a nobody. 
They have been on a schedule for 
years and can’t stand the thought 
of being free. 


One writer expressed that we 
as humans ate incapable of 
change. We are either optimistic 
or pessimistic. We are either joy¬ 
ful or depressed. We ate either 
chance takers or consetvatists. 

When the man next door 
loses his job, we think we are in a 
recession. When we lose out job 
we ate in a depression, but when 
our wife loses her job a panic 
exists! 

I don’t know whether this 
study is accurate or not, but 
results show that 40% of lottery 
winners are broke within five 
years of winning. They revert 
back to where they started. 

Folks have much difficulty in 
quitting habits like cigarettes. It is 
not so much the nicotine, but all 
the rituals that are present with 
smoking. They have to observe 
the same time for the smoke 
break, whether the first moment 
upon rising in the morning, or 
maybe with that first cup of cof¬ 
fee, or that special break time 
from work. A habit is like an old 
friend who is always present and 
hard to give up.

Sen. Katie Stine reviews Kentucky congressional week 



Dear Editor, 


For over a year, I have read 
tragically similar stories about 
families and friends losing loved 
ones to heroin addictions, over¬ 
doses and deaths. While Kentucky 
has made strides in reducing ille¬ 
gal prescription drugs, drug abuse 
remains a scourge that fractures 
families and hurts our economic 
health, safety, and quality of life. 
Police cite heroin as a major con¬ 
tributor to the increase in burglar¬ 
ies, theft and prostitution. The 
heroin tsunami has swept over the 
Northern Kentucky community 
and inundated our health delivery 
services as it continues on to flood 
the rest of the state. 

In the 2013 Session, I spon¬ 
sored Senate Bill 6 that made 
clear that an overdose death from 
a Schedule I drug such as heroin 
is a foreseeable event. Schedule I 
drugs are highly addictive and 
have no legitimate medical use. 
SB 6 stated that the illegal traf¬ 
ficking of these types of drugs is 
sufficient to support a charge of 
criminal homicide in an overdose 
death. In addition, the bill direct¬ 
ed coroners to report heroin 
deaths to, among others, com¬ 
monwealth attorneys so that they 
may more effectively prosecute 
these cases. Unfortunately, the bill 
was killed in the House. 

It’s inexcusable that the entire 
state could have begun to benefit 
from these common-sense penal¬ 
ties on heroin distribution. Fortu¬ 
nately, some, like Fayette Count 


have already started to implement 
many of the bill’s recommenda¬ 
tions. The U.S. Attorney from the 
Eastern District is also employing 
the same tough measures as SB 6. 


I will be filing similar legisla¬ 
tion in 2014. We are also consid¬ 
ering allowing first-responders to 
administer Narcan, a drug that 
can immediately counter the 
effects of an overdose. In addi¬ 
tion, we need to use the model of 
Louisville’s The Healing Place as 
an efficient and effective way to 
treat addicts. Combating heroin 
abuse requires a three-pronged 
approach: interdiction, education 
and treatment. Working together, 
we can make a difference.

ORDINANCE 

OF 

THE CITY OF BUTLER, KENTUCKY 

ORDINANCE NO. 418 


AN ORDINANCE TO ESTABLISH 
REGULATIONS AND PENALTIES 
PERTAINING TO THE USE OF AN ALL 
TERRAIN VEHICLE, DIRT BIKE, GO CART, OR 
MOTORCYCLE OFF ROAD IN A MANNER WHICH 
CONSTITUTES A PUBLIC NUISANCE, 

WHEREAS, the City of Butler has been made aware of instances where the off-road 
use of all terrain vehicles, dirt bikes, go carts and/or motorcycles in the City of Butler has 
created a public nuisance due to excessive noise and the spread of dust; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Butler now desires to establish regulations and penalties for 
off-road use of all terrain vehicles, dirt bikes, go carts and/or motorcycles in the City 
of Butler only to the extent it is determined that a public nuisance exists, 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF BUTLER AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I —DEFINITIONS. 

For the purpose of this chapter, the following definitions shall apply unless the context 
clearly indicates or requires a different meaning. 

ALL TERRAIN VEHICLES . The words "all terrain vehicle(s)" shall have the same 
meaning provided under KRS 189.010, which is any motor vehicle used for recreational off¬ 
road use. 

DIRT BIKE. The words "dirt bike(s)" shall have the same meaning provided under KRS 
189.010, which is any motorcycle registered and manufactured for recreational off-road use 
only. 


EXCESSIVE NOISE. Noise generated from the off-road use of all terrain vehicles, dirt 
bikes and/or motorcycles that is determined by local law enforcement to be a public nuisance 
on at least two or more separate occasions. 

MOTORCYCLE. The word "motorcycle^)" shall have the same meaning provided under 
KRS 189.285, which is any motor driven vehicles having a seat or saddle for the operator and 
designed to travel on not more than three wheels. 

SECTION H —PROHIBITIONS. 

It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to engage in the off-road use of all 
terrain vehicles, dirt bikes, go carts and/or motorcycles in the City of Butler which creates a 
public nuisance due to excessive noise or the spread of dust. 

SECTION III —DUTY OF COMPLAINING PARTY 

Any person who believes to be aggrieved by a public nuisance associated with the off¬ 
road use of all terrain vehicles, dirt bikes, go carts and/or motorcycles must first contact or 
attempt to contact the property owner on whose property the public nuisance is arising to 
attempt to resolve the matter. 

SECTION IV —VIOLATIONS. 

If the contact or attempted contact with offending property owner as prescribed under 
Section III does not alleviate the public nuisance, the complaining party shall contact local 
law enforcement including, but not limited to, City of Butler police, Pendleton County 
Sheriff, Kentucky State Trooper, and Kentucky Constable. Local law enforcement shall then 
determine whether a public nuisance exists based on its own observations. 

SECTION V —ENFORCEMENT. 

If local law enforcement determines that a public nuisance exists due to excessive noise 
or dust, the offender shall be given a warning of violation. Any subsequent violation by the 
same offender shall warrant a citation for a misdemeanor violation. Each separate violation 
following the initial warning shall constitute a separate misdemeanor offense. 

SECTION VI —PENALTIES 

Any person, corporation, or other entity found to have violated the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and fined not less than 
$50 nor more than $500. Each day that a violation exists shall constitute a separate offense. 

SECTION VII —NONVIOLATIONS. 

No provisions contained in this Ordinance shall regulate or prohibit the use of all terrain 
vehicles, dirt bikes, go carts and/or motorcycles on the streets of the City of Butler as allowed 
by Kentucky State law. Nor shall any provision contained in this Ordinance regulate the 
utilitarian use of all terrain vehicles, dirt bikes, go carts and/or motorcycles and no public 
nuisance shall be determined to arise from said utilitarian use. 

SECTION VIII - SEVERABILITY 


The provisions of this Ordinance are severable. The invalidity of any provision of this 
Ordinance shall not affect the validity of any other provision contained herein; such other 
provisions shall remain in full force and effect to the extent they remain valid in the absence of 
those provisions determined to be invalid. 


SECTION IX - PUBLICATION 


That this Ordinance shall take effect and be in full force when passed, published and recorded 
according to law.

ORDINANCE NO. 2013- 417 
CITY OF BUTLER, KENTUCKY 

An ordinance providing for sanitary disposal of animal feces required in 
the City of Butler, Kentucky. 

WHEREAS, a proposed Ordinance has been prepared; and 

WHEREAS, said Ordinance has been reviewed, and necessary 
modifications have been made. 

NOW THEREFORE, be it ordained by the City.of Butler, Kentucky 
SECTION ONE: That the ordinance is hereby adopted as follows: 

(A) It shall be unlawful for any owner or person in charge of a domestic animal 
or other four-footed mammal, poultry or other fowl to permit such animal to be 
on city parks or other public property, or on any private property other than 
that of the owner or person in charge or control of such animal without the 
permission of the owner of said property, or on any streets, sidewalks, 
highways, or rights-of-way of the State, County or City Government, unless 
the owner or person in charge of such animals: 

(1) Has, in his or her possession, a suitable device for the picking up, collection 
and proper sanitary disposal of the animal feces or manure. 

(2) Immediately removes all feces deposited by such animal(s) and disposes of 
same in a sanitary manner. 

(B) This section shall not apply to blind or visually impaired and/or disabled 
persons accompanied by an assistance dog. 

(C) Any person violating this Ordinance shall be deemed guilty of up to a Class 
B misdemeanor, so long as this is the party's first offense, and may be 
punished up to a $250 fine or imprisoned for a period not to exceed 90 days in 
jail, or both so fined and imprisoned. Each day a violation continues shall 
constitute a separate offense. Any person committing a second or 
subsequent violation of this Ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a Class A 
misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine not to exceed $500 or be 
imprisoned for a period not to exceed 12 months in jail, or both so fined and 
imprisoned. Each day a violation continues shall constitute a separate offense. 


SECTION TWO: That this Ordinance shall be effective beginning the 
25th day of September _, 2013. 


SECTION THREE: That this Ordinance shall be signed by the Mayor, 
attested by the City Clerk and recorded and published. The same shall be in 
effect at the earliest time provided by law. 

First reading this 9th day of September 2013. 

Second Reading this 18th day of September 2013.

Help make a better Cloverville 



It's apple harvest time in Ky. 


For the past 40 years, Clo¬ 
verville has been a staple of the 
Kentucky State Fair, showcasing 
the great works of countless 
Kentucky 4-H’ers. Soon, the 
exhibit will be replaced so gen¬ 
erations of 4-H’ers can continue 
to display their excellent work. 

Created in 1974 by person¬ 
nel with the University of Ken¬ 
tucky Agricultural Communica¬ 
tions Services, Cloverville fea¬ 
tures several store fronts that 
create a small town feeling in 
the Kentucky Exposition Cen¬ 
ter’s West Hall. Inside each of 
the store fronts, visitors can 
browse through 4-H entries 
grouped by similar themes and 
not necessarily 4-H entry cate¬ 
gories. When it was created, 
Cloverville quickly garnered 
national recognition as one of 
the most unique state fair 4-H 
exhibit areas. 

While it has had upgrades 
throughout the years, no major 
structural changes have occurred 
since Cloverville was construct¬ 
ed. After 40 years of constant 
setup and take down, the exhib¬ 
it needs to be replaced. Addi¬ 
tionally, Cloverville accommo¬ 
dated nearly 7,000 entries in 
2013. This is the most number 
of entries ever and 1,000 entries 
more than 2012. 

As a result, the Kentucky 
4-H Foundation in cooperation 


with the Kentucky 4-H youth 
development program in the 
UK Cooperative Extension Ser¬ 
vice launched a campaign to 
replace the exhibit during Foun¬ 
dation Appreciation Breakfast at 
the state fair in August. A total 
of $300,000 is needed to replace 
the structure that will be 
designed by Lexington-based 
Corman and Associates. 

The foundation is looking 
for eight major sponsors for the 
new Cloverville. Each of the 
six store fronts will have a spon¬ 
sor as will the stage. Sponsor¬ 
ships for the store fronts are 
$20,000 each, and the stage 
sponsorship costs $40,000. 
There will also be an overall 
presenting sponsor with that 
sponsor contributing $130,000 
to the campaign. This fall the 
foundation will announce other 
opportunities for individuals, 
businesses and county 4-H 
councils to donate. 

The Kentucky 4-H Founda¬ 
tion hopes to reach its fundrais¬ 
ing goal by January so the 
exhibit can be built in time for 
the next state fair. To donate or

September and October is a 
busy time for Kentucky’s apple 
growers. Hopefully they’ve cho¬ 
sen the varieties resistant to as 
many diseases as possible. Ripen¬ 
ing times vary from year to year 
depending on the weather. If 
apples have coddling moth dam¬ 
age, they will drop up to two 
weeks before the crop is ripe. 

The best and most time-test¬ 
ed method of judging when to 
pick fruit is the taste method. 
When enough starch has been 
converted to sugar and the flavor 
is developed, the fruit is ready to 
eat. Fruit continues to ripen in 
cold storage, so pick fruit before 
it is ripe if you want to store it. 

Fruit changes color as it rip¬ 
ens. The base color, or ground 
color, is the color underneath 
the red striping or blush of 
peaches, apples, pears and cher¬ 
ries. In most fruits, the fruit is 
ripening when the ground color 
turns green to yellow. The sur¬ 


face color may develop before 
the fruit is actually mature. 

If storing fruit, cool it as soon as 
possible after picking. The soon¬ 
er heat is removed from freshly 
picked fruit, the longer it will 
keep. 

Handle fruit for storage gen¬ 
tly. Bruises and wounds allow 
pathogens to infect the fruit, 
and disease will spread to adja¬ 
cent fruits once it gets estab¬ 
lished. 

Some popular varieties of 
apples you may find at the farm¬ 
ers markets or on many Ken¬ 
tucky farms that provide fall 
agritourism activities are: Honey- 
crisp, Pink Lady, Gala, Ginger 
Gold, Granny Smith, Cortland, 
Jonagold, Suncrisp, Rome, Fuji, 
Braeburn, Cameo and Enter¬ 
prise. Many growers have other 
varieties as well.

Add green to your golden years 


The recent economic recession 
has many people nervous about 
whether they have planned or are 
planning well enough for retire¬ 
ment. If you’re worried about not 
having enough money to last 
through your golden years, you’re 
not alone. With life expectancies 
longer than ever, six out of 10 baby 
boomers fear outliving their retire¬ 
ment funds more than they fear 
dying. 

While Social Security is one 
source of retirement income, it 
shouldn’t be your only one. Cur¬ 
rently, Social Security replaces 
about 40 percent of the average 
wage earner’s income, with higher 
income earners receiving less of a 
percentage of their income. Despite 
your income level, you should plan 
to replace 70 to 90 percent of your 
pre-retirement income to live com¬ 
fortably during retirement. 

This may seem like a monu¬ 
mental task, but you can do several 
things help build your retirement 
savings. 

Track your current expenses, 
and determine whether they are 
fixed or flexible. Fixed expenses are 
usually monthly, non-negotiable 
expenses and include items such as 
rent, mortgage payments, utility 
costs and car payments. Flexible 
expenses are those over which you 
have more control and can include 
groceries, travel, eating out and 
entertainment expenses. Plan to 


track them for at least a month. 
Identifying where your money goes 
will help you develop a realistic 
budget that can help you either save 
for or stretch your retirement dol¬ 
lars. 

Whether you’re planning for 
retirement or are already retired, 
you should consider ways to maxi¬ 
mize your money. Depending on 
the amount of your assets, personal 
risk tolerance, retirement goals and 
anticipated length of retirement, 
you may consider a balanced finan¬ 
cial portfolio that includes certifi¬ 
cates of deposits, money market 
accounts, stocks, bonds and mutual 
funds. Before you invest, be sure 
that you are comfortable with the 
risk and terms of the investment. 
Many of the options that have the 
potential for the biggest returns can 
also result in some of the largest 
losses in principal. Remember if 
you are close to retirement or 
retired, it will be harder to recover 
from a significant loss of principal.
